3. Unless otherwise announced by the auctioneer at the time of sale, all bids are to be 
for a single article even though more than one article is included under a numbered item 
in the catalogue. If, however, the articles under any one numbered item are designated 
as a ‘‘Lot”’ then bids are to be for the lot irrespective of the number of articles described 
in such item. 


4. The highest bidder accepted by the auctioneer shall be the buyer. In the event of any 
dispute between bidders, the auctioneer may, in his discretion, determine who is the suc- 
cessful bidder, and his decision shall be final; or the auctioneer may reoffer and resell the 
article in dispute. 


5. Any bid which is not commensurate with the value of the article offered, or which is 
merely a nominal or fractional advance over the previous bid, may be rejected by the

Note: This interesting panel is part of a series of rare marriage tapestries, of 
which a larger panel is in the collection of the late Otto Kahn, New York. The Kahn 
panel was woven for the marriage of Louis de Beaufort, an Auvergnat noble, to 
Jeanne de Norry in 1426. The father of the bridegroom, Roger de Beaufort, was a 
nephew of Pope Clement VI; and the family of Montbossier-Canillac, still living in 
Paris, are the direct descendants of the two young people portrayed in these tapestries. 

The portion belonging to Mr Kahn, which is illustrated by Hunter (vide infra), 
contains the escutcheons of the bridal pair and a scene showing the hawk alighting 
on the perch held by the lady. The inscription 4 mue, which appears repeatedly on 
both panels, is a hawking cry (probably a return call), here used in the training of the 
bird, and is perhaps, like the compass, a play upon the motto of the Beaufort family. 
The Kahn panel dates from about 1426-30 and is among the earliest tapestries still 
in private hands in America; the present tapestry was probably executed about fifty 
years later.
